After a long and heated dis- 
cussion, the student commission 
voted Tuesday to raise student 
body fees’ from $5 to $7 next 
semester, 

“Rising costs in living have 
made the $5 fee inadequate to 
cover necessary expenses,” said 
Vice-President Topper Arnett. 
Calling for an increase, the: vice- 
president pointed out that the 
present budget proved that an 
increase was necessary. Cuts in 
several of the budgets this se- 
mester caused a curtailment in 
several student activities. 

Dean B. L. Borough was afraid 
that next semester’s sales would 
drop off to practically nothing 
as a result of the raise. Men’s 
Athletic Commissioner Finis Jef- 
fers countered by suggesting a 
campaign to show the advantages 
of the student card would more 
than put the sales over the top. 

After much added debate, the 
motion was unanimously carried. 

President Tony Mercante ap- 
pointed Jeanne Stanbery, Joaquin 
Market, Jean Emery, and Finis 
Jeffers to head the election com- 
mittee. President Mercante gave 
a warning to the election com-
